Loyalty, that in the fortunate Rebellion 
4s always pure, and in thu late unſucceſſ- 
full one, not the leaſt troubled. 

Your nnalterableneſi in your Piety to 
your Prince and to the Church of Eng- 
land, makes you the fitteſt Perſon to de- 
dicate this Sermon to , not doubtmg but You 
will favourably proteft ,what You have been 
acceffary to, jp nobly rewarded, placing = 
me in the Garden of the World, ſweet 
Euſton, and under that N(oble and un- 
corrupted Prince my dear <Maſter the 
Duke of GRAFTON. 

The whole end and deſign of it is to 
prove from the Principles of the (hurch 
of England, that the KINGS of 
England govern by a Divine Right, 

And the reaſon why I confin'd my Text 
(which u of ſo great a latitude, and does 
comprehend all the irregularities of a falſe 
Member to any Church) to this point, was 
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The Epiſtle Dedicatory. 
becauſe thy was that 'which the DiſaffeTed 
Party ſomuch lahour'd againſt, it betng the . 
chief proteftion of the [- onour and Power 
of the Prince, and the moſt valuable rea- 
ſon for the obedience of the SubjeE : and not 
to have urg'd thu point home, bad been 
little left, than to have concurr'd with them 
to undermine the T brone, and baſely be- 
tray the Church. 
The reaſon why TI provd it from the 
Praxciples of the Church of England, ra- 
ther than from the HolyScriptures was not, 
that whatever Dofrine we maintain in our 
Church,zs not eaftly prov'd to be contain'd in 
the Word of God it ſelf, but becawſe I 
found that that fort of men with whom I 
had to. dg, had diſcarded the chief places in 
the Holy Scripture to prove the Drume 
Reht of Kings ; ſuch as theſe, By me 
Kings reign. There is no power but of 
God, with a bald harangue upon the diffe- 
. rence of the circumſtances that men then

were under, e they now'are in, --» 
with Arc Agrees vitam adfert, altos 
mores' poſtulat, and for aff rheſe _ 
clofely urg'd, ſeem'd wilting to try the ex- 
permanent; whether they that refiſt ſhall 
receive to themſelves damnation,

Firſt, 'That as the Church of Smyrna, notwwth- 
ſtanding the care and vigulancy there of that Pious 
_ E- Biſhop 'A469:. NonugprS:, as Ignatius fiyles 
= bim, bad wicked and falſe men in it, of Principles 
ſes. contrary and deſtruttive to her ( onſtitutions, and 

yet pretended to be of that Church of Smyrna ; 

fa uo other Church in the World, though as ſound 

in ber Faith and Doftrine as the Church of Srayr-- 
na, # priviledg'd from ſuch Fiypocrites, or exempt 
from the like Calamity. 

Secondly, Prom S. John's publiſhing and de- 
claring, according to the Command of God, that 
there were ſuch in the Eburch of Smyrna, we 
eught reaſonably to conclude, that it is the Duty 
ie Biſhops and Miniſters of all other ( burches, 
Þhen they ſee and know ſuch Falſe Brethren. a- 
mone/t them, to acquaint the Faithſull ſo. 

WI. Thirdly, As S. John encourag'd the Faith- 
full People in the Church of. Smyrna, to conſtancy 
and perſeverance, ſo it is our Duty in ſuch *imes 
of falſeneſs and defeftion, to Rtrengthen and ſettle 
Men. in their Religion, by recommending the 
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T he Drum, Right of Kings. 
Principles of that (burch they are planted under, 
and exborting them with like Promiſes; That 
thoſe that are ſaithfull unto the end ſhall have 
Eternal Life. 

Of the Firſt of theſe, — That no Church 
4 exempt from ſuch- Falſe Brethren, and parti- 
cularly not the (hurch of England, a Church 
as found in her Principles as the Church of 
Smyrna could be. A Church as highly re- 
verenc'd and honour'd, as eyer any National 
Church 1in the whole World ; the Proteſtant 
People looking upon the Conſtitutions of it 
after the Reformation, as drop d from Hea- 
ven ; the Prieſt moſt williogly ſubſcribing 
to her Conſtitutions, and the Kings of Eng- 
land conſtantly profeſling, and as na 
performing to defend her DoQrine, and by 
all ſober and neceſlary means preſſing Con- 
formity to her Conſtitutions. JE 

But after all this, experience has inform'd 


us, that a Generation of Men have riſen up, 
that will be of the Church of England their 


own way ;, and though as naked of her - 


Principles, as the Pſeudo-Chrifliani were in 
the Thurch of Smyrna, yet none fo zealous, 
no body ſpeakes more hone(tly of her Contti- 
tutions, and. hope to be bcliey'd, as the 
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falfe Brethiren in the Charch:of Smyrne did, 

| that becauſe'in'Committion'wirch no 3 Churet 

elſe, therefore they muſt neceſſary be'Mem- 

| bers of the Church of England. 

| > But God Almighty as'He had given the 

| Church'of Smyrna'rules, wheteby they mai 
diſcover, who 'were of thar'Church:of Bi 
Lord” Jeſus, & in the right way to Erernal Llife- 
ſo alſo-the Charth 4f "England , according 'to 
thar Power which is given'to. 'her from God 
Altnighty, has cſtabliſh'd Articles: and Ca- 
nonis , and ſuch like, 'and fo curtail'd the 
laticude, and fix'd the- pale, thatevery Angel, 
if 'nor every 'private Perſon might. diſcern 
and be'convincd who -are true Members 
'of the Church of ' England. 

So'that whilft the Church of England is lo 
much divided abort the Queſtron,' who are 
of the Church 'of -Englayd , 'and aphilſt: the 

; Angels the Biſhops , with the Orthodox 
| ' Clergy ' are condemn'd by them: that pre- 
| 'tend to'be of her Communion, for' being 
'Popiſhly Affefied , 'and revolting From the 
Charch © [' hope ir may not be unſeaſqnable 
' by laying down the Principles of the &burcb 
Eiigland, 'to'ſhow the 'Blaſphemy'of them that

The Droie Right of Kings, 
Now. the Great Point ia diſpute, a Point 
of Great Weight, it being that which pra- 
ceeded the Martyrdom oft ( HARLES the 
Fir, (and never controverted , except in 
thaſc times in which men were bold enough 
to defie the Authority of God and Man ) 
is, whether the KINGS of Englond go- 
vern by a Divine Right ? that is, by: the 
Authority, Dizetion, and Appointment of 
God himlfclt, for ſo jus divinum; is accepted 
by the Forreign Divines, and thoſe ax Home, 
in that Famqus Queſtion put þy (ronmer, 
whether jure divino it was lawtull for a Man 
c0' marry his Brothers Wife ; the aT Di- 
ſpute runs, whether it be lawfull. according 
te the Law of God. The defence of this 
ene point, has made us fo ll. ueaed) by 
unreaſonable Men ;; whercfore, if we can. 
prove, that this has been the conſtant Fener 
of the Church of England ever ſince the Refor- 
mation: and that we our {elves, neither in- 
large ic, nor diminiſh it, Sed omnia qua fide 
a patribus / uſcepta ſunt, eadem filuss conſugnqgremus, 
as Vinc;vius Lirjnenſis argues. I hope it will Pag. 17. 
be ſufficient to clear our ſelves, and to ſhow 
how. they ſpeak evil of the Church of England, 
that they blaſpheme her, by ſaying FEY AE 
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ſuch as ſhe is, and are not; or that which 
is all one, the Church of England of ſuch cor- 
rupred Principles as themſelves, 
And to do this the more fully and effe- 
Qually, I ſhall lay down the ſame rule as 
to our National Church that Yincentins Liri- 
nenſis does for the Catholick, Quod ſemper, 
quod ubique, quod*ab omnibus, that which has 
ever, every where, and by all of the Church 
of England been conftantly maintained, thac 
15 the Doctrine of the Charch of England, and 
chat this has been ſo, I ſhall bevvelibes thele 
following Teſtimonies. 

- Firſt, From the Injun&tions, Articles, Ho- 
milies, Canons, and Common Prayer of the 
Church of England. | 

One of the Injun&ions by Edward the 6* 
1s, that All men by God's Laws, owe moſt Loyalty 
and-Obedience to their Prince. : 

One of the Articles of Edward the 6*, a» 
greed upon in the Convocation is, that The 
Civil Magiftrate # ordain'd and allow'd by God ; 
which Injun&ion and Article are reinjoin'd 
by Queen Fi;zabeth, the laſt with 'vHis full 
explanation upon it, Article 27, We give that - 
Prerogative which we ſre allways to bave been

yiven to all Godly Princes in Holy Scripture ;; 
which 


T be Drome Right of Rmps, 


which without diſpute had a Divine Right ; 
thele are thoſe Articles which every Perſon 
preſented to a Living is bound to read pub- 
lickly in the Church, and to give his an- 


feigned Afſ nt and Conſent thereto, In the Arti. 

cles of the 
Sacred Miniſtry, agreed upon by the Arch-Biſbop of Canterbury and the , 
of that Province, publiſbed 1571. 'tu enjoin'd the Biſheps, that before 
gave any Faculty, they ſhould make them ſubſcribe ro the Arricles : ----- 
tidera dare ſe velle tueri & defendere doCtrinam eam, que in illis conti- 
netur, ut conſentlentiſſimam veritati divini verbi. Jn che King's Di- 
reftions publiſh'd 1662. all Miniſters are bound to read the Articles twice 
every year, that they may be better underſtood, and be more throughly ac- 
quainted with the DoBtrine and Diſcipline of the Church of England, and 
not fo eaſily drawn away, as they have formerly been. 


The Second Canon of the' (burth of Fng- 
land is ; Whoſoever ſhall bereafter affirm, that the 
Kings Majeſty has not the ſame Authority in Cauſes 
Recleſiaſtical } that the Godly Kings. amongſt the 
Jews had, and the Chriſtian Emperours in 
the - Primitive Church, which could be no 
leſs than a Divine Authority ; or impeach mm 
any part his Regal Supremacy 1n the ſaid (anfes 
reſtored to the Crown, let bim be excommunicated 
iplo fa&to, and not reftored but onely by the Arch- 
Biſhop, after bis repentance, and pub!ick revocation 
of bis Errours. So that the Canon is plain, 
that nothjng but:Excommunication 15 want- 
ing, to make them not of the Church of Buy- 

= land, 


Ut Nvne U! W Of 1 mps, 
land, having according to the Judgement of 
our (burch, by denying and impugning The 
Divine Right of Kings forkeited their claim to 
116 

The firſt Canon among(t the Conſticu- 
tions Eccleſiaſtical, treated upon by the 
Arch-Biſhops of (anterbary and York, Preſi- 
dents for the reſpeive Provinces, and the 
reſt of the Biſhops, and Clergy of thole Pro- 
vinces, approved by them, and publiſh'd by 
His Majeſties command 1640, declares in 
theſe words , That the moſt bigh and ſacred 
order of Kings is of Divine Right. 

The Homilies ſet forth in the times of 
Edward the 6*, and appointed to be.read in 
(burches in the times of Queen Elizabeth, and 
reprinted by the Kings Authority, and which 
we profeſs in the Articles of the' Church of 
England , to contain godly and wholcſona 
Dottrine, neceflary for theſe times, do, put 
the Queſtion, after having mentioned that 
place in Solumon s Proverbs, A fooliſh' Prince 
deſtroyeth a: People, What {hall- Subjects do ? 
Shall they obcy valiant, ſtour, and wilc 
Princes ; and dilobey, and rebell. againſt 
Children, beiag theis Princes, or. apainlt. £- 
Kit and vndiffrert Gavernours, God forbid; 
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For firſt, what a perilous thing is ic, to com> 
mir unto the Subjedts the Judgemenc, which 
Prince 1s wile, and godly, and his Ggvern- 
rent good, which otherwiſe ; as :thbugh 
the foot rtft judge the head ? And farther 
on, what an utworthy matter were it chen 
ro make the naughtieſt of Subjes add 
moſt inclined to Rebellion, arid all evil, 
Judges over their Princes, over thelr Gayet- 
nours, to determine, which of. them\''be 
good and tolerable, who not;” as if th 
muſt needs be retmoy'd 'By Rebells? f «| 
again, what if it be long ofthe Wh cheeſe 
of rhe' Subſet, tht hit Privice 12'&vIt* and 
undiſcreet ? ſhall the Snbje&s bork by cheit 
wickednefs provoke God for' their deferyed 
puthiſhkment, ro give theth gn emit Prictce 
and alforebdll apataft him, ahd {6 apaioff 
God, who for their ſakes did give them {ſuch 
2 Pritice ? _ 1-587 
And that which gives chem. a Title; and 
Right to be Kings of England, as to the modus 
of it, is fully'declared in che next Homily 
in theſe words ; Such as diſobty their Natural 
Sovereigti,, that is a King by, defcerit " bobever 
they may call themſetves, arid be natned of others, 
ey indeed no true Chriſtidis, Fr wore 
WE than 
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than Jews, worſe than Heathens ,' and ſuch 4s 
ſhall never enjoy the Kingdom of Heaven. 

So that the Homilies are very plain and 
expreſs, that Kings by virtue of their Deſcent, 
whether good or bad, of this Religion or 
that, or of none at all, have a Divine Rigbt 
to Govern us: and Rebellion againſt them, 
does not onely cut us off from the Church 
of A land, but reſcind us from Chriſtianity 
it . 

And after all this, we pray too in the 
Common Prayer of the Church of England , 
in thele words, 


: Almighty God, whoſe Kingdom is everlaſting, 


Church, and ſo rule the bedvrt of thy choſen ſervant 
CHARLES, our King and Governowur, that 
be ( knowing whoſe miniſter he is ) may above all 
things ſeek thy bonour aud glory; and that we 
and all bis ſubjets ( duly confidering whoſe au- 


| thority: he bath) may faithfully ſerve, honour, and 


humbly. obey bim, in thee, and for thee; according 
to thy bleſſed word and ordinance, through Jelus 
Chriſt our Lord; 

_ So that in this Prayer, we: acknowledge 
our KiNG Choſen by God; we pray that 
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he may know, tha he is the Miniter of God 
7 and 
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and: that we and all his Subje&s may under- 


ſtand throughly, that he has the Authority of 


God, and (o. certainly a Divine Authority, and 
to pray for him as having ſuch, is to pray 
as the (hurch of England does. 

Thus far have we gone to prove that the 
Kincs of England govern by a Divine Right, 
from the conſent, and teſtimony of the 
Church of England when collective. 

And it we take the Divines of the Church 
of England alone by themſelves, neither will 
theſe falſe Jews have better fortune.

Innumerable Teſtimonies there arc ready 
of this nature, not one that ever I heard of 
of the Church of England denying this great 
truth, that The Kings of England govern by a 
Divine Right, which ſhows ſufficicacly the 
Blaſphemy of thoſe who pretend. to be of 
the Church of Bngland, and yet deny this truth 


unjverſally receiv'd, and averr'd by all of 


that Church. 
We grant indecd , one act does-not make 


us forfet out title to- be Sons of that glorious.

mand of God to us, as well as it was to 
the (hurch of Smyrna, to ſhow the Blaſpbemy 
of them that ſay they are Jews, and are not, but 
are the Synagogue of Satan.
